This is the first half of Siminov's long novel, in two 
volumes, entitled: THE QUIET DON. I don't know the 
publisher but there is a recent English edition. 


At this point finish THREE WHO MADE A REVOLUTION. Chapter One 
of which is the introduction to the series.
